Recently, the Friends of the Jordan 
River Watershed received grant funds 
from the Lake Charlevoix Watershed 
Management Project. With those 
funds, John Richter, president of the 
FOJ, went shopping. 

He had a ball, he admitted, buying 
water quality test kits, kick nets, text- 
books, computer linked microscopes 
and more, all to put in the hands of 
East Jordan middle schoo! students 
and their teachers. 

With the enthusiastic support of the 
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middle school principal, Mike 
Haynes, and science teachers, a new 
program was launched. 

Itis a multi-year program designed 
to restore Browns Creek. 

Once a habitat for brook trout, the 
stream is now congested with muck, 
as its bed has been filling with sand 
and run-off. As the stream gets shal- 
lower and slower, the seasonal over- 
flow runs over the banks, creating 
wide, muddy areas that the water 
moves slowly through instead of be- 
ing maintained in the natural sandy, 
stony waterway. 

Through the program, students will 
learn basic knowledge of water qual-

The finishing touches 


As the school year draws 
to a close, Tom 
Neidhamer’s Boyne City 
High School Building 
Trades class is finishing the 
house they built this year on 
Roosevelt Street. 

While some students 
clean the scrap lumber out 
of the yard, others finish 
trim work, making sure all 
the interior doors close 
smoothly; making sure no 
loose ends are untied. 

It is Neidhamer's nine- 
teenth house; the program’s 
thirty-fourth. Boyne City 
school students have been 
building fine, affordable 
houses since 1972, provid- 
ing housing for local fami- 
lies, and learning a trade 
that many stick with. 

“A high percentage of 
our students stay in the 
trades as a livelihood — 
many in northern Michi- 
gan,” Neidhamer said. The 
students do much of the 
work themselves, but con- 
tractors are hired for certain 


things: mechanical, dry- 
wall, electrical and excava- 
tion, with the stipulation 
that the students will get to 
work alongside the contrac- 
tors on those projects. 

“We do our own founda- 
tion,” Neidhamer said. “We 
are doing the work from 
rough-in to finish, hanging 
doors, painting, finishing 
trim.” 

Neidhamer péinted out 
that the house contains a 
variety of materials so that 
the students get experience 
with laying wooded floor- 
ing, ceramic tiles, as well 
as installing counter tops, 
building decks, porches and 
garages. They even help 
pour cement, although, be- 
ing an eight-hour job, they 
are not able to do it all. 

There is some classroom 
time for the Building 
Trades students, but mostly 
Neidhamer considers it a 
“hands-on class,” he said. 

“You're my crew; I’m 
the foreman. You have to 


have the proper tools, cloth- 
ing and attitude for the job,” 
he said. He said that it is his 
goal to provide his students 
will the skills they need to 
be employable in the work- 
place, including work ethic 
and attitude. 

“My goal is not to pro- 
duce a finish carpenter or 
landscaper, but to expose 
them to the integration of 
the trades,” he said. “In the 
long run, that’s probably 
more important than having 
particular carpentry skills. 
It is a learning process to 
gain employability skills.” 

While there is a supple- 
mentary curriculum for bit- 
ter cold days, most days 
find the Building Trades 
class out on the jobsite. 

“Cold, rain — we work, 
it’s real life,” Neidhamer 
said. “99-percent of the 
days, I love my job. I get to 
build a house a year. I get 
to be creative.” 

And the high school 
drafting class gets to be cre-

“It's a stereotype that we 
have to break that you can 
only be successful with a 
four-year degree.” he said. 
“You need further training 
(after high school), but it 
may not necessarily be a 
four-year degree.”

All at once life changes 


Tim Wright of Boyne City and his 


‘wife Paula had a pretty house in the 


woods, two fine kids, a well-be- 
haved dog, and good jobs when God 
decided to shake things up. 

Tim was the information technol- 
ogy manager for Emmet County at 


the time that a change began to take 


shape. ; 
“I sensed God calling me to a 
deeper relationship with God. 


Which is good,” Wright said, and _ 


then added, “Little did I know.” 

There were several factors at 

once. First, he said, he began “ex- 
periencing God more intimately” in 
his own life. Then there was a group 
that formed spontaneously at the 
Boyne City United Methodist 
Church, where Tim and Paula were 
members. Through this group, Tim 
said, he began to realize there was 
much more to worship than he had 
ever experienced. 
- Atthe same time, he was partici- 
pating in an Alpha program with 
UMC pastor Carl Litchfield — a 
study which teaches the basics in 
Christianity. There were also “re- 
vival meetings,” he said, that started 
in Ellsworth and moved around, And 
finally, there was his involvement in 
a retreat-style ministry called 
Emmaus, and the youth version 
called Chrysalis. 

All these various programs and 
events were coming at him over the 
course of about a year-and-a-half, 
making inroads on his areas of un- 
belicf. and strengthening his faith. 

And finally, there was the Chrysa- 
lis weekend, a boys’ retreat that 
Wright was leading, where a boy 
spoke up at the end of the last ses- 
sion and said, “I came with 10 ques- 
tions, and God answered 50.” and 
his words were an echo of Wright's 
own. 

Wright left knowing that his life 
was about to change. 

“There was no question that God 
was calling me into full-time min- 
istry,” he said. He went home and 
told Paula, “We need to talk.” And 
talk they did, with Tim telling his

wife that God was calling him into 
the ministry, and that soon he would 
have to leave his job and follow that 
calling. 

To his surprise, Paula said, “God 
told me the same thing.” 

And so, after much prayer and 
“listening,” on the advice of their 
pastor, the Wrights sold their house, 
Tim left his job, and Paula trans- 
ferred to Grand Rapids. From there, 
Wright commuted to Garrett Evan- 
gelical Seminary in Evanston, IL., 
just outside of Chicago for the next 
three years. 

“It was transformational. Cer- 
tainly educational, but there were 
aspects built in for spiritual forma- 
tion,” Wright said. “There was lots 
of hands-on, but a Jot of transforma- 
tion —- and pushing, and commu- 
nity.” 

The community, Wright said, af- 
ter he graduated last week, is hard 
to leave. The seminary students 
were Catholic, Baptist, Lutheran. 
United Methodist — representing a 
“diverse set of theologies far to the 
ieft and the right of where I’m at,” 
Tim said. “J think that’s intentional 
—- that’s who I will be serving. The 
congregations will be diverse.” 

But, with graduation approaching,

and a growing sense of readiness to 
lead in ministry, Wright did not 


now where his first congregation 


would be. The appointment is de- 
termined, in the United Methodist 
church, by the bishop and district su- 
perintendents, who discerned for 
him a couple of small churches in 
northern.Michigan: Greensky Hill, 
and Horton Bay UMC. 

“This Horton Bay, Greensky Hill 
thing is God’s sense of humor or 
something,” Wright said. He and 
Paula had left their beloved north- 
em Michigan home out of obedience 
to a calling, never knowing they 
would end up where they started in 
2001. 

“It is really ironic, out of 460 
churches in the conference,” Wright 
said. But he is excited about the 
move, and ready to begin his minis- 
try. 

“One of my callings is working 
with churches that are struggling to 
grow, and enable that to happen 
through God,” he said. “(This) could 
be said of a lot of churches — help- 
ing churches understand that-they 
can grow and should be. 

“Itisn’t always a numerical thing. 
Christians live in the kingdom of 
God. (Growing means) understand- 
ing what that is ... more joy, more 
peace, more fullness. More of the 
kingdom,” he said. “There should be 
more people in the kingdom. It’s a 
radical statement.” 

And so, the Wrights are heading 
back up north. Pastor Tim will take 
the pulpit at Horton Bay and 
Greensky Hill starting July 1. Their 
Grand Rapids house is for sale; their 
things are packed for a move to a 
parsonage. 

They will leave their adult son, 
Aaron, behind in G.R., but will be 
moving closer to their daughter, 
Emily Calhoon and her husband, 
who live in Hancock, where Emily 
is completing her doctorate. 

The UMC congregations and 
long-time friends of the Wrights 
wait impatiently to welcome them 
back — home.

Of windows 
and flowers 


-—~ You have a green thumb, a friend once said, from 
the blood of many plants. 

But still I try again, and again. This year I have a con- 
tainer garden — my first real container garden. I have 
had clay pots with geraniums in them other years, but 
this one has a mix of flowers and colors that I chose and 
planted myself. ‘ . 

I will never be someone who walks through a green- 
house, and says, “Oh, 
look at the zymthias! I 
love spiked zymthias! 
Oh, and look at the bur- 
nished xiglotha! — 
though the xigs don’t do 
well in full sun.” I love 
flowers, but am neither 
botanist nor gardener. (I 
made those names up.) 

T have pansies and ivy 
and daisies — pink and 
white — in my container. 
I know that neither of the 
daisies were actually 
called daisies at the greenhouse where I got them, but I 
grew up in the country. I know a daisy when I see it — 
though the pink is exotic. 

They are lovely, and doing well, actually, and I have 
trained myself to “dead head” them, although throwing 
something away just because it’s lost its shape seerns hypo- 
critical to me. But the plants appear to love it, as if my 
plucking off the dead blossoms is therapy; they are rife 
with new blooms every day. 

Thave clay pots with geraniums, too. They are a favorite, 
of course, with their rich green geranium musk that takes me 
back to elementary school. We had geraniums lined up un- 
der the huge windows that consumed the entire outside wall 
of each classroom in my elementary school, Bertha Vos. 
There were heaters directly under the windows, and the heat- 
ers doubled as a storage shelf for potted geraniums and, un- 
til snack time, tiny cartons of milk. So warm milk and the 
smell of geraniums go hand-in-hand for me, along with other 
childhood memories — those huge glass windows that shud- 
dered when a jet broke the sound barrier. 

The sounds that were familiar in elementary school in the 
1960s are not those that are familiar in elementary schools 
now. The windows are gone now, too — even at Bertha Vos. 

When I was young, I remember distinctly hearing a fly 
batter itself against one of those huge windows, too far 
up for anyone to harm it. So the afternoon would drone 
on, the fly throwing itself repeatedly into the glass, al- 
ways being inexplicably stopped mid-air in its flight to 
the playground, always trying again, because not being 
able to fly through clear glass must’ ve defied its little logic. 

I remember the sonic boom. Another logic-defying 
flight, but one where the barrier was defeated. 

I know why the windows are gone. Looking out of them 
was an irresistible temptation. It was more interesting, 
more compelling than math, than spelling words. You 
knew the desert-like playground would stick you with sand 
burrs, but somehow the sight of it, so close, made you 
feel like the fly, and your eyes were drawn back and back 
through that implacable glass. ; 

One student, too obvious in his preoccupation with the 
playground, got a string tied around his neck by our 
teacher. She held one end, and when his head turned to 
gaze at the great outdoors, she yanked that string and 
brought his attention back to the front of the room. 

That was a deterrent. I was in second grade, and corpo- 
ral punishment was an accepted, though seldom applied, 
liability of bad behavior. I never knew anyone who actu- 
ally got paddled, but the paddle hung in the principal’s 
office just in case. 

But I do remember the string. 

Somehow I knew that was wrong. No one said any- 
thing, though, and this student (I remember his name, 
though he was never at our school after that year) contin- 
ued to be harnessed by our teacher. 

Two years later, my brother was in her class. We all thought, 
wonderfully, creepily, that it was poetic justice when she, 
eating at home with her husband one evening, choked to 
death on a piece of meat. Somehow demise by choking 
seemed gruesomely appropriate to our young minds. 

When my own children were in elementary school, the 
classrooms were abuzz with student noise, the rooms had 
windows like archer’s slits in rampart walls and that was 
all - no outdoorsy distractions here. 

No big heaters, noisy, ineffective; no geraniums, no 
warm milk, no sonic boom. 

No paddles, maybe for the good; no string, definitely 
for the good. 

Auld lang syne, yes; but “good old days?” In some ways, 
in some ways not. . : 

But still, I love the smell of geraniums.

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Honoring D-Day

” June 6 marked the 61st anniversary of D-Day, when 
the Allied forces (specifically American, British and 
Canadian) invaded France to overcome German invad- 
ers. East Jordan native Carl Grutsch was one of the 
hundreds of thousands to participate in the United 
States Army forces in liberating France and Europe. 
He was part of the 214th Military Police Company at- 
tached to the 6th Engineer Special Brigade group of 
the U.S. Army. a 

In May of 2005, Carl’s wife, Doris, and their chil- 
dren, along with other family members and friends and 
three other members of the 214th visited the World 
War If memorial in Washington, D.C. The granite and 
bronze monument features waterfalls, fountains and a 
curved wall covered with 4,000 gold stars to represent 
the more than 400,000 who gave their lives in the war. 

As meaningful as this visit was, it can not compare to 
the 2004 reunion when Grutsch and two other members 
of the 214th returned with their families to walk again 
on the sand of the bloody Omaha Beach in Normandy, 
France. Sixty-one years ago, the beaches were littered 
with soldiers’ body parts, dead soldiers, craters of ex- 
ploded bombs, burning tanks, jeeps, trucks, and the signs 
of a desperate battle for control of the world. Today the 
beaches are again quiet, clean and clear, save for the 
memories of a terribly bloody conflict. 

These men went to distant places they had only stud- 
ied about, to liberate people they did not know. They 
fought through much of France, into Belgium, Lux- 
embourg and ultimately Germany, even participating 
in the famous Battle of the Bulge. Throughout their 
return trip, people would stop them and ask, “Are you 
a veteran of D-Day?” When they answered, “Yes,” the 
stranger would shake hands, or hug them and thank 
them profusely for the sacrifice they made. 

This return trip to France was very important. It was 
atime the men could remember, honor their fallen com- 
rades, and honor those other “brothers” in the unit 61 
years earlier. They walked the beaches and the cem- 
eteries. The group visited the small towns of Omaha 
Beach including Colleville-sur Mer where the bodies 
of more than 9,000 young soldiers lie in the American 
Cemetery, and Vierville-sur Mer, very near where the 
214th unit stormed the beaches that fateful week of 
June, 1944. They visited the unit monument erected in 
Vierville-sur Mer, stopping along the way to take pic- 
tures and tell a few war stories. In the end, it was good 
to once again be together and also to reaffirm support 
of U.S. troops fighting for freedom in the world. It was 
good to return, likely for one last visit. It was good to 
support one another. 

Even today, these men are determined to support their 
country, their families. and each other. Each year mem- 
bers of the 214th meet to share their memories and 
their lives. Grutsch and his wife have hosted the 214th 
reunion five times over the years (most recently at the 
Perry Hotel in Petoskey) and plans are underway for 
the 2006 to be held in East Jordan. 

It was a humbling and grateful experience to be in 
the company of such brave men standing on those 
beaches in Normandy. We all came to be grateful to be 
Americans and grateful for the sacrifice of so many 
and the supreme sacrifice of those whose lives were 
ended, fighting for the freedom of people they never 
knew. 

As we face more uncertain times and difficult deci- 
sions, let us try to remember what they are fighting 
for: the freedom of the world.

There are many ways of learning and 
many different methods of teaching 
throughout the nation.

Typically students 
are urged lo take a practice SAT or in En- 
glish MEAP questions for preparation. Yct, 
although the teachers go along and give 
their teaching input toward the tests, set- 
ting aside some valued class time, does not 
necessarily mean they believe standardized 
tests are the way to go. 

At Boyne City High School, there were 
many teachers who offered their opinion 
on standardized testing. 

Christopher Ames, history teacher, ex- 
plained his views on the testing being com- 
pletely insensible, “There's no such thing 
as standardized people.” 

Government teacher, David Hills, said, 
“T think they're an unreliable indicator of 
performance, duc to factors that can affect 
a person's ability to take a test on any given 
day.

“T think there’s a place for standardized 
testing. It can be used for gage but not the 
only source of evaluation,” said Hills. 

Jodi Barriger, Spanish teacher, expressed 
her thoughts similarly saying, “{ don’t 
know that it’s a fair assessment of what 
kids are capable of,” bringing up points of 
nervous and anxious attitudes. 

English teacher, Rick Fowler, said, ‘I 
think if you have to teach to a test, you’re 
cheating the student, the parents, and the 
society.” 

Fowler offered his insight to an alterna- 
tive approach, “I think there has to be a 
senior project where in order to get the 
money for the MEAP they have to do forty 
hours community service. To get out of 
high school and get a diploma they have 
to do real things, like have a business man 
come in and interview you to see how pre- 
pared you really are.” 

Jeanne Heath, English teacher, said, “1 
believe that standardized testing has value, 
but I also think that it is important for-the 
educational community to remember that 
the results of a standardized test are only 
revealing a portion or sound-bite — a snap- 
shot of a student's academic profile.” 

Some teachers, like math teacher Pam 
McDowell, and marketing teacher Mark 
Gill, agreed that test as the ACT and SAT 
were much more useful than the MEAP.

“L hope that we don't move too far away 
from a holistic approach with students by 
becoming overly reliant upon standardized 
testing,” said Heath, 

Standardized testing is here to stay, but 
perhaps the way it is so important to where 
one goes in life should change, especially 
when there is such a difference between 
testing performance compared to one’s 
academic record.

others in a short span of time, she said she 
questioned what she could do to protect 
her own children.

Armed with $1,000 from the non-game 
wildlife fund (a donation you can opt to 
make on your tax return), a “nest grant” 
for schoolyard habitat restoration projects, 
Heick convinced the PTO, assembled vol- 
unteers and began the garden. 

Through the participation of many vol- 
unteers, businesses, and enthusiastic el- 
ementary age garden keepers, the peace gar- 
den — or Garden of Many Names, as each 
student is encouraged to find his or her own 
name for the gardeti — has taken root.

five. In the mixed teams, the women often each 
tide two laps altogether, but Rynbrandt, who has 
been riding with the North Country Cycle Sports 


- team for two years, is a strong enough rider, ac- 


cording to Mayfield, that she completed more than 
twice the required laps. 

The riders on the team alternate, with a rider 
doing one or two laps, and then being replaced 
by a fresh rider and so on, for a whole 24-hour 
period. Wells said that when night fell, they were 
doing two laps at a stretch in order to have more 
time in between to sleep — or at least rest for a 
couple of hours. Wells never admitted to getting 
any actual sleep throughout the race. 

The team attempts to ride as many laps as 
possible. 

“Trace all over the state,” Wells said. “And, more 
so this year, all over the country, and NORBA 
(North Off-Road Biking Association) events.” 

So far only Wells has done any national 
events, but Rynbrandt is planning on doing a 
couple. Recently she won her second collegiate 
national title. 

“Todd and I did eight hours of Pando (a ski 
resort near Rockford), which is similar to the 
24-hour,” Wells said. Wells will be going back 
to school in Durango, Col., where his planned 
races include “three or four more NORBAs, 
and a World Cup as well as a regional series in 
Colorado (Mountain State Cup).” 

Wells, Freidinger and Pirie have been riding 
for North Country Cycle Sports since it opened 
five years ago, and Mayfield said he may fly 
Wells back to Michigan to do another race here. 

The purse for the 24 Hours of Boyne race 
was $600. Considering the investment in train- 
ing time and equipment, the prize may not seem 
very substantial, but Mayfield has a different 
perspective. 

“It is not a mainstream sport,” he said. “So it 
is a pretty sizeable purse for the sport. Cyclists 
are supported basically by parents or suckers 
like me.” 

Mayfield is a sucker for the sport because he 
has been a bicyclist himself for more than 25 
years. 

“I do have a passion for it,” he said. “I like to 
support racing because there’s not a lot of other 
avenues for guys to get the support.” 

Cyclists. like other endurance athletes, don't 
reach their peak performance abilities until later 
in life.
